Before 
the depression, before a lot of 
things, a man as breezy, as infor- 
mal, would hardly have been con- 
sidered material for the chief-ex- 


ecutive’s post in that conservative 
city. 


He has a good stage presence 
and is as much at home in a 
vaudeville theater as he is on the 
Serious platform. McNair. a sin- 
gle-taxer, does not give routine al- 
legiance to any political Party and, 


So far as he can, runs Pittsburgh 
affairs in an original and personal 
manner. 

One of his policies that has at- 
tracted attention is his refusal to 
let the city participate in large- 
scale public works projects con- 
nected with Federal relief. 

McNair has a strong and force- 
ful personality and has done much 
to get himself into the newspapers.
